during the investigation, but which 
are - not covered by the complaint 
against John Doe on file iri district 
court.. Judge George E. Page pre- 
sided at 'the investigation. 


Specificially, the warrants charge: 
Schwenker — "Violating 
section 


220.08 of the statutes requiring . a 
banking commissioner to close 
a 


bank when he learns it is insolvent. 


Schroeder—Named in three war- 
rants, as taking a f400 commission 
from Oscar Stegeman in considera- 
tion for a loan given by the bank; 
that'as president he caused false en- 
tries to be made in the bank's books 
•with intent of deceiving bank ex- 
aminers and that as an officer of 
the bank,. he - purchased stocks oh 
margins.

clinic of Jefferson hospital, Phila- 
delphia. 


Lead has a well known destruc- 


tive effect on cancer cells but has 
not been used generally because it 
is equally poisonous to the patient. 
Dr. Kramer mixed four ten-thou- 
sandths of one per cent of maganese 
with four-tenths of one per cent of 
lead, and finds that in this propor 
tion the lead is non-poisonous. 


The new preparation has been giv- 


en to 25 human cancer 
sufferers, 


after preliminary trials upon ani- 
mals. There still are some unpleas- 
ant effects from the lead, but they 
are so comparatively harmless that 
Dr. Kraemer says the maximum 
lead dose can be given now in 10 
days

of requiring 
four

He points out that this 
growth has not only increased the 
number of courses by 39 per cent, 
but 36 per cent more written lessons 
were sent to the division by the stu- 
dents. 
More courses were completed last 


year than in 1928-1930 but the per-

510 courses. 


there

correspondence 


courses, 193 in reading and 115 in 
penmanship. Sixty-six courses were 
entirely completed, 32 unfinished, 
and 105 remained active throughout 
the year. The activity of the work 
showed the greatest contrast during 
the two years, with 68 active cours- 
es in 1929-1930 as compared with ths

1,350 Written Lessons 


The various lessons which were

When the 
Wiggin Commission 


urged a revision of Germany's repara- 
tion payments, the American State 
Department hastened to point out that 


. their report was wholly personal and 


^ did not reflect the opinion of the Unit- 


ed States government. 


There was the natural danger • of 


confusion abroad in that every mem- 
ber of the commission, except Mr. 
Wiggin the chairman, represented the 
central bank of the country 
from 


which he came. Mr. Wiggin did not 
even speak for the Federal Reserve 
Bank, but rather was chosen as a rep- 
resentative of the private banking in- 
terests of the United States. 


That this distinction should be em- 


phasized is due to the association of 
'the central banks of Europe with their 
governments—an association so close 
as to virtually constitute the bank as 
a governmental department. 


As a result, European public opinion 


1 generally assumes that any expression 


of opinion or announced policy by the 


• central banks or their representatives 


have, official significance. There 
is 


danger, therefore, that Mr. Wiggin's 


' private opinions might lead to unjus- 
' tifiable hopes as to the future policies 


of the United States, and to conse- 
quent ill-feeling in case of non-con- 
formity. 


Mr. Wiggin is the head of the larg- 


est 'private banking institution in the 
world. In addressing his stockholders 
last January, he advocated a reduction 
in interallied debts as a "matter of 
good business." The fact that his bank 
has underwritten German bonds to the 
extent of one hundred twenty million 


, dollars doubtless influences in some 


degree his attitude towards that coun- 
try. 


The Hoover moratorium is consid- 


ered by,many as laying the foundation 
for debt revision downward, though 


1 the government has emphatically re- 


pudiated such suggestions. 


There has been no intimation from 


the present American administration 
that it will support any revision or 
cancellation of international debts. 


Neither is there any evidence that 


the American public will consider just 
debts as an unjust burden, so long as 
debtor nations maintain extravagant 
military and naval establishments.

At Annapolis are many British flags 


captured during the Revolution and 
the War of 1812 which are held in 
commemorative emulation of the noble 
deeds of American naval heroes. 


These flags are national property,

Fistula Is a, kind of tunnelling of 


;he region by a boil of abscess that 
'ails to "break" or be opened on the 
skin surface. At first the tunnelling 
s along one tract; if long neglected 
t may.have several branch tunnels. 
The whole fistula 
is like a boil. 


Sometimes there is a small opening 
on the skin surface, sometimes there 
s an opening into the rectum. But 
:hese openings are small, and do not 
permit free drainage. They may be- 
came sealed up for a while, now and 
then, bui. they rarely 
really heal 


spontaneously. Nothing is more fu- 
tile than using salves or other local 
remedies In the hope of curing fistu- 
la. 


There .can be no argument at all 


for any other treatment than sur- 


ery Is very simple indeed. But sur- 
jical treatment la absolutely essen- 
tial. 


There is a common notion that fis- 


tula is often tuberculosis. It may oc- 
cur more 
frequently 
In persons 


whose health is handicapped with tu- 
berculosis, and in rare cases the fis- 
tula itself may be a tuberculous con- 
dition. But no matter. It is curable 
by surgery just the same. 


When there is a, boil or, as doctors 


call it, Ischio-rectal 
abscess. 
It is 


risky to wait until tomorrow for sur- 
gical opening and drainage, for by 
tomorrow it may be a fistula. 


Generally the best results are ob- 


tained by ambulant 
treatment of 


such abscess or fistula. That is, the 
healing proceeds more satisfactor- 
ily if the patient keeps up and about 
thruout the period of treatment. 


The general medical 
profession 


ought to be ashamed of the record of 
the treatment o£ all rectal diseases. 
Too often your glib practitioner is 
willing to make a guess at the na- 
ture of the trouble without bother- 
ing to make an examination—if the 
patient seems a gullible sort. 


There is a real need In almost ev- 


ery community for a doctor who will 
devote his practice exclusively to the 
treatment of rectal diseases, and Ir 
view of the sorry record of the sen 
eral profession such a doctor may 
fairly and properly call his specialty 
to the attention of the public in dig 
nifiecl announcements In the public 
press.

next few weeks, the emphasis on a 
government deficit of unprecedented 
proportions is not going to be dim- 
inished but is going to be impressed 
upon the country as one means of 
hea'ding off the flood of proposals 
anticipated in December when con- 
gress reconvenes. 


Present indications are that the 


^deficit next July when the present 
fiscal year ends may reach a billion 
and a half dollars 
which is just 


about $600,000,000 more 
than last 


year. This increase is due in part to 
the $250,000,000 which was forgiven 
for one year on war debts and part- 
ly to the drop in income tax re- 
ceipts due to poor business. 
Ac- 


tually however the public debt isn't 
Increased 'by the full amount of the 
Deficit because there is about a half 
'billion dollars of reduction of pub- 
lic debt payments which comes out 
of the government budget. 


But even aside from these offset- 


ting amounts, the net deficit will 
reach a billion dollar total, which is 
the largest sum since the war un- 
less of course the tax receipts im- 
prove. 


Was Expected 


The situation-is more or lens what 


•was expected and the only new de- 
velopment is that the government 
has spent nearly $400,000,000 in ex- 
cess of receipts since Last July. 


Just now all the government de- 


partments are making up their es- 
timates for the fiscal year which be- 
gins next July and it is possible of 
course to withhold from expenditure 
sums already 
appropriated. 
The 


drive for economy has 
begun in 


earnest and the publication of the 
figures as to prospective deficits is 
having a, profound 
effect on the 


whole government personnel. 


One of the difficulties about eco- 


nomizing is the political pressure 
brought to bear the moment any 
Considerable number of federal em- 
ployes is dropped or work is aban- 
doned on government projects. The 
argument is made that the govern- 
ment sets a bad example to indus- 
try. 
There has" been no suggestion 


yet of any horizontal 
decrease in 


payrolls such as is being proposed 
by the new coalition government in 
Great Britain. The chances are that 
congress will prefer to increase tax- 
es rather than touch the federal 
payroll. 


Drastic Economies 


Drastic economies are being talk- 


ed of but with the tendency on the 
part of congress to spend huge sums 
for various purposes the economies 
that can be made are 
relatively 


small. 
Most of the 
government's 


money goes for national defense or 
Veterans' expenses—in fact 
70 per 


cent relates to war directly or in- 
directly. During the last session of 
congress in the face of the talk of 
deficit, the 
largest appropriations 


_ were made in the hope of improving 
( 


business. That argument is not like- 
ly to be as effective next time and 
the actual figures on the deficit are 
expected to have a very sobering 
Influence on government spending 
by congress as well as the executive

departments.

Smithsonian Institute 


Washington —(fPy— A relic of the 
last fight of Major Lubery, noted 
French-American 
war 
pilot, 
has 


come to the end of its Journey In 
Smithsonian Institution. 
It Is a flame-seared compass, sal- 


vaged from the wreck of the burn- 
Ing Nteuport from which the flier 
leaped to his death May 19, 1918, 
over Maron, near Tours, France. 


A French soldier ripped the com- 


pass from the remains of the death 
plane and turned It over to Dr. F. 
Cautln, an army surgeon. Believing 
It should go.to Lufbery's 
family, 


Cautln gave It In 1923 to an Ameri- 
can named Codman. 


Codman gave It to a brother, who 


turned It over to Dr. 
Philip W. 
Place, South Lincoln, Mass. After 
an unsuccessful search for a relative 
of Lufbery's, he has given the relic 
to the federal museum. 


Lufbery, a globe-trotter and sol- 


dier of 
adventure, 
was born 
to 


France but reared in Wallingford, 


lonn. 
In 1912, while in Calcutta, he met 


Marc Pourpe, a French 
aviator, 


and became his mechanic and close 
friend. When the world war broke 
out Pourpe enlisted in the air ser- 
vice and Lufbery Joined the foreign 
[egion. 


Pourpe was killed in action and 


Lufbery, determined to avenge his 
death, joined the famous Lafayette 
Escadrille. When the TJnited States 
entered the war he was transferred 
to the 94th and 95th pursuit squar- 
drons. 


He was officially credited with 


shooting down 17 planes, 
though 


unconfirmed victories are believed 
to have brought his total record to 
40.His death occurred while in pur- 
suit of a German 
photographic 
plane. Flying at 2,000 feet his plane 
was seen to burst in flames and the 
flier jumped without a parachute.

- Indignant at Gangsters 


TTntil the hour 
when 
he 
met 


face-to-face a racketeer, Ysauro was 
like many boys who try to earn 
honest pennies by shining shoes. 
He worked in the Bowling Green 
section of downtown Manhattan. Al- 
though he is 15, he is small for his 
age. 
But his experiences on the 


streets of the city have made him 
keen-witted and wary. 


He has read of gangsters and 
racketeers. And unlike some boys 
who admire gunmen, he 
detests 


them with a vigor that finds ex- 
pression in fiery comment. 
Here 


is •what he says about them: " 


"It's a shame to let bums like 


AI Capone and Legs Diamond run 
loose. They oughta be hung—both 
of ,'em." 


His eyes light up with wrath. His 


whole body trembles with anger. 
"If I was running a store, or 


something, and one of these gang- 
sters came In and told me I'd have 
to pay or mebbe get shot or bomb- 
ed, well, I wouldn't pay, that's all. 
I'd smash him in the jaw and then 
I'd call the cops. And if some dirty 
i;unmen said he'd shoot me—I would- 
n't pay anyway." 


He Stood Firm 


That was how Ysauro felt about 
it. And this Is what happened the 
first time he actually came face to 
face with the racket: 


Yrauso was working at his trade, 


laboriously earning the nickels he 
takes hdme to help support the fam- 
ily, when Nicholas Zampanl, 23 years 
old, approached him. 


"Come on you kids, pay me 15

among most of the executives of the 
management trusts, that they have 
given the public a complete picture 
of their operations 
and have, 
in 


large measure, met the early criti- 
cisms directed against them on the 
score of incomplete reports and a 
certain amount of secrecy concern- 
ing the contents of and the periodic 


shifting: In tho issues In their port- 
folios. 


Must Follow Formula 


Those that have been listed on the 


New York stock exchange must fol- 
low a prescribed formula which per- 
mits the investor in their shares op- 
portunity to value them equally 
with the securities of other types of 
corporations that have stock 
ex- 


change privileges. Consequently, it 
is felt that there Is not much addi- 
tional Information of a worth-while 
nature that. can come out of the 
present investigation by the state 
authorities. 


One requirement 
of- the newest 


industry is for a'balance sheet as of 
Dec.. 31, 1930, and June 30, 1931, 
with profit and loss statements for 
the calendar year 1930 and for the 
six months ending June 30 last. It 
would be more valuable to the hold- 
er of the management trust shares 
if the- reports were as of July 31 
rather than June 30, Inasmuch as 
rl.

Below Book Values 


Most of their stocks continue to 


sell well below their' book .values, 
just as they sold much above these 
values two years • ago this month 
when the peak of their market per- 
formance was realized. It is under- 
stood that there has been some shift- 
ing' of securities and considerable 
liquidation of 
railroad stocks, 
al- 


though as a claas "rails" were in 
least favor of any group with the 
trusts that played the most con- 
spicuous part in the 1929 market. 
Industrials and public utilities have 
always represented a high ratio of 
their investments. Stocks that have 
been sold have been replaced 
in 


some Instances by shares of com- 
panies that appear to have a better 
outlook than those that were for- 
merly held, though the practice of 
many trusts the last six months has 
been to increase their cash accounts 
and hold them intact 
until such 


time as they are convinced that the 
stock market is a purchase for long 
term Investment. 


It is estimated that the deprecia- 


tion in the total security holdings of 
management trusts, compared with 
their cost prices in 1928 and 1929, 
is between 50 and 60 per cent. 


It is learned today that owing to 


the tax situation one of the large 
distributors of fixed trust shares is 
proposing a new series to be offered 
to the public. There are also several 
other trusts in the same classifica- 
tion that are planning the adoption 
of the cumulative feature as the one 
they believe will have most favor 
with the public. The persistent re- 
duction and omission of dividends 
on stocks held by fixed trusts is re- 
sulting in considerable shifting of 
holdings 
where this is permitted 


under the contract, as well as the 
payment of smaller dividends on the 
fixed trust shares themselves. The 
dividends on. nearly one-third of all 
of the stocks owned by one of the 
largest fixed trusts have^been reduc- 
ed in the last 12 months. This sub- 
tracts a sizeable amount from the 
income applicable 
to that trust's 


dividends.

Extension, of the banking commis- 


sioner's power to determine losses 
and to require losses to be eliminat- 
ed from the bank at the time of ex- 
amination. 
Order every bank to submit its 


books and records for a cost survey 
and a partial audit at least once a 
year by approved auditors. 


Provide for prosecution of irreg- 


ularities hi banking practices. 


Fox the status of certificates of 


deposit as 
savings accounts and 


make provision whereby banks shall 
not be required to pay more than 
one-third of the balanc* within SO 
days after notice when runs are con- 
templated or In progress. Allow a 
six-month period in which to pre- 
pare to pay the other two-thirds.

count or on a brokerage basis, must 
obtain licenses under the Perisha- 
ble Agricultural Commodities act,- 
according to announcement made 
this week by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 
In the handling of some fruits 


and vegetables, particularly In the 
handling of potatoes, 
the 
depart-, 


ment says It Is the practice of re- 
ceivers specializing In the commod- 
ity and having large outlets, to en- 
ter Into arrangements with indi- 
viduals or 'firms in shipping sec- 
tions to represent them lu buying, 
loading and shipping the 
commod- 


ity. In the handling of potatoes, it 
is a frequent practice for these 
large firms to employ such individ- 
uals or firms either on a brokerage 
basis or on joint account, it was 
stated. 
Salaried employes do not come 


under the provisions act. If a man 
works for a firm on a salary and 
brokerage combined, and 
the 
ar- 


rangement is such that he is a bona 
fide employe, he is not subject to li- 
cense, It was pointed out.
